Science May Prove There Is Ether

In Space | 
The possibility of real existence of| 
the hypothetical “ether”, an invisible}

of “ether’ has been ruled out may be 
in error. His calculations go , back! 
experiment begun in 
1884 by Michelson and Morley, taken 
by Einstein and most other scien- 
tists as proving there was no ether. 


These two measured the “ether 
drift.” | 

Light travels as pulsations in 
ether, and the earth is moving! 
through the ether. The earth's 
known motion is about 18 miles a 
second. 

Michelson and Morley set up an 
interferometer, a cross, at whose 


centre a beam of light was split, so 
that half of it travelled at right 
angles to the other half out to end 


of the cross bars. These split beams 
were reflected back At the point 
where they reunited they should 
show “fringes” of color, if there was 
a difference in their velocity in one 
direction as compared with the 
ther.

hold is infected with any of the noti- 
fiable diseases. he or she shall, with- 
in twelve hours, give notice in writ- 
ing to the Local Board of Health. 
Where a doctor ie called he will give 
the required notification, and it is 
urged in every case the family physi 
cian be called, which will avoid the 
householder going to the trouble of 
giving the required notification 

A penalty for infraction of the 
above regulation is provided by the 
Public Health Act. and the Local 
Board of Health has decided, in the 
interesta of public health, that the 
regulation must be strictly adhered 
to. 

Among the notifiable diseases are 
the following: Smallpox, diptheria, 
scarlet fever, infantile paralysis, ty- 
phoid, chickenpox, measles. German 
measles, mumps, Spanish or Kpi- 
demic influenza, whooping cough 
tuberculosis, erysipelas, ete.
